EDITOB GAZETTE :—After a somewhat 


extended trip through western Pennsylvania 
and along the Ohio line, I have on my mem- 
oranda, some notes of general interest. My 
last communication was from Sharon. 
I 


returned 
by way of Pittsburgh, and re- 


mained there two weeks. Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny are separated by tlio Allegheny 
river, from which the latter derives its 
name. These adjoining cities>re some- 
what noted iu American history; they are 
at the head of the Ohio river ; Pittsburg is 
said to have becu once a French Military 
Post, bat Draddock's army drove the French 
troops out, aud the British erected a fort 
here called Fort Pitts, from which the name 
is derived. This city was made famous by 
the sale of whiskey to the Indians. At the 
forks of the Ohio and Jionougahela was a 
good place to manufacture the beverage, and 
heuce stills sprang up iu great numbers all 
through this beautiful valley. The beer 
men of Lancaster and York moved out aud 
entered vigorously into tbe business. Col. 
Daniel Boone took a good supply of "Mon- 
ongabela" from this section to Kentucky, 
but after bis death, his successor manufac- 
tured another drink and called it "Bouibou." 
Tbe manufacturers of these drinks are still 
contending as to tbe merits of these special 
beverages. 


The water works of Pittsburg are noth- 


ing to brag of, and hence the immoderate 
use of these stimulants. 


Tbe city authorities boast of their sewer- 


ages, but a stranger would never conjecture 
such au outlay for this purpose, fioin the 
filthy condition of the streets, and the dark 
compost which meets tbe eyes in every por- 
tion of the city. 


The elevated railroad fever has reached 


this place; no traces are left of the riots of 
1870. 


Pittsburg is properly termed the Iron 


City. I ascended Ml. Washington by an 
inclined plane which seeuis to be almost per- 
pendicular several hundred feet, it was like 
standing over a burning city; Allegheny is 
by far the most preferable place to reside in. 
Thousands who transact business in the 
former city reside in the lalter.

bound; and what a history these mountains 
could unfold were they able to speak to us 
of the past; they might confirm the mosaic 
history of the deluge, and open up to us 
grandly the truthfulness ot the Sacred 
Scriptures and confute the sceptical scien- 
tists who ridicule the authenticity of Di- 
vine revelation.

From the newly published "Life of Abra- 


ham Lincoln," issued by G. P. Putman'a 
Sons, and written by Charles Godfrey Le- 
land, we extract the following Interesting 
reminiscences of the martyred President : 


"It was characteristic of the boy that his 


first essays, in composition, were against 
cruelty to animals. His mates were in tho 
habit of catching the land terrapins or tor- 
toises, and putting live coals uprin their 
backs to make them walk, which greatly 
annoyed young Abraham, 
All who know 


him in boyhood or in later life bear witness 
that his tenderness was equal to Ilia calm 
courage 
and 
his 
tremendous physical 


strength. 


At New Orleans (in 1831), Lincoln first 


saw 
negroes 
chained, 
maltreated 
aud 


whipped. It made a deep Impression on 
his humane mind ; and years after, he often 
declared that witnessing this cruelty first 
induced liirn to t'aink slavery wrong. 


Any poor person in distress for want of 


legal aid could always find a zealous friend 
in Lincoln. On one occasion a poor old 
negro woman came to him and Mr. lleni- 
don, complaining that her son had been im- 
prisoned at New Orleans for simply going 
in his Ignorance ashore, thereby breaking a 
disgraceful law which then existed forbid- 
ding free men of color from other S'.ates to 
enter Louisiana. Having been condemned 
to pay a fine the poor mau was about to be 
sold for a slave. Messrs. Lincoln aud Ilern- 
don finding law of no avail, ransomed the 
prisoner out of their own pockets. 


Mr. Lincoln was of so gentle u disposition 


that he seldom refused to sign a pardon, and 
a weeping widow or orphan could always 
induce him to pardon the worst malefactors. 
The manner In which ho would mingle his 
humorous fancies not only with serious bu- 
siness, but with almost tragic incidents was 
very peculiar. Once a poor old man from 
Tennessee called to beg for the life of his 
son who was under sentence of death for 
destruction. He showed his papers, and 
the President taking them kindly said he 
would examine them and answer the appli- 
cant the next day. The old man iu an ag- 
ony of anxiety, with tears streaming, cried, 
"To-morrow will be too late 1 My sou is 
under sentence of death. It must be done 
now, 
or not at all I" The President looked 


sympathetically in the old man's face, look 
him by the hands aud pensively said : 
"That puts rne iu mind of a little story. 
Wait a bit. 
I'll toll it : Once Gen. Fisk, of 


Missouri, was a colonel, and he despised 
swearing. 
When he raised his regiment iu 


Missouri ho proposed to his men that he 
should do all the profanity in Ic. 
They 


agreed, and for a long time not a solitary 
swear was heard among them; but there 
was an old teamster named John Todd, who 
one day when driving his mules over a very 
bad road and finding them unusually obsti- 
nate could not restrain himself, and burst 
into a tremendous display of ground and 
lofty swearing. This was overheard by the 
Colonel, who at once biought John to book. 
'Didn't you promise,' he said, indignantly, 
'that I was to do all the sweating of the reg- 
iment?' 'Yes, I did Colonel,' he replied, 
'but the truth is, the swearing had to be 
done then, or not at all, and you weren't 
there to do it.' 
"Well," continued Mr. 


Lincoln, as he took up a pen, "it seems that 
this pardon has to be done now, or not at 
all, like Todds's swearing; and for fear of a 
mistake," he added, with a kindly twinkle 
in his eye, "I gncss we'll do it an once." 
Saying this, he wrote a few liaes which 
caused the old 
man to shed more teaia 


when he read tharn, fur it contained the 
pardon of his son. 


Holland tells me that in a letter to him a 


friend or the President wrote : "I called on 
him in the earlier part of the war. He had 
just written a pardon for a young mau who 
had been sentenced to be shot for sleeping 
atlilsfost as sentinel." He remarked as 
he read it to mo, "I could not think of go- 
ing into eternity with the blood of that poor 
young man on my skirts." Then lie added, 
"It is not to be wondered at, that a boy 
raised on a farm, probably In tlie habit ot 
going to bed at dark, should, when required 
to watch, (all asleep, aud 1 cannot consent 
to shoot him for such an act." 
TUis story 


has a touching continuation in the lact that 
the dead bod'y of the youth was found 
among the slain on the Held of Fredericks- 
bnrn, wearing next his heart a photograph 
of the great President, beneath which was 
written, "God bless Piesident Lincoln." 
Once when a general went to Washington 
to urge the execution of twenty-four deser* 
ters, believing that the army was in danger 
from the fiequency of desertion, President 
Lincoln replied : "General, there aie al- 
ready too many weeping widows iu the 
United States. For God's sake don't ask 
me to add to the number, for I won't do 
it." 


Mr. Lincoln was very Ingeuious iu find- 


ing leasons for being merciful. On one oc- 
casion, a young soldier who had shown 
himself very brave In war, and had been se- 
verely wounded, after a time deserted. 
Be- 


ing recaptured he was under sentence of 
death and President Lincoln was, ol'cuurse, 
petitioned for his pardon. The President 
mused solemnly, until a happy thouglit 
struck him. "Did you say he was once 
badly wounded ?" ho asked of the applicant 
for the pardon. "He was." "Theu, as Hie 
Scripture says, 'in the shedding of blood is 
the remission of sins,' I guess we'll have to 
let him off ihis time." 


Whatever may be said of Lincoln, ho was 


always simply and truly a good man. lie 
was a good father to his children, and a 
good President to the people, whom he 
loved as if they bad been his children. 


His inaugural address, "short but remaik' 


able for vigor and a very conciliatory spiiit," 
contained these memorable words: "With 
malice toward no one, with chaiity for all, 
witn firmness in the right as God gives us 
to do the right, let us strive on to h'nisu the 
word we are iu, to bind up the nation's 
wounds, to care fur him who shall have 
borne the battle, and for his widow and his 
orphans ; to do all which may achieve and 
cherish a just and lasting peace among our- 
selves and with all nations."

year aud secondly, I must coiiless, cunoslty 
was also no small part of tbe motive power 
which impelled me to take a four or five 
mile walk, and absent myself from the in 
teresting etercises ol the institute 
Ac- 


cordingly after breakfast on Thursday 
morning (which is visitor's day) I sought 
Prof \V oodruff, who was staj ing at Heist's 
Hotel, told him my mission, and asked him 
to excuse me from the Institute for half a 
day. He very readily gave me permission 
(perhaps he was glad to get rid ot me), but 
however that may be, I felt thankful to him 
As tbe tow a clock struck eight I s tarted on 
my journey and soon brought up in the jard 
oi those bulldmgs.the management of which 
caused so much commotion throughout 
the county, and about which so much print 
er's ink has been wasted Tbe first thing that 
struck me was the beautiful location, burely 
a better one could not have been chosen , 
for beauty of situation, health and fertility 
it is not, perhaps, excelled in Bucks county. 
On entering the door of the hospital I was 
invited to a seat, while the attendant went 
to call tbe Steward, who soon made bis ap- 
pearance 
On inqanng whether the boy I 


wanted to see was in the hospital, I was 
answered in the affirmative, and Steward 
Cornell led tbe way. I told him I intended 
to give things as I saw them to the public, 
and he said he would afford me every facility 
for seeing tbiugs as they were, and lie faith 
fully kept his promise. I was now m tbe 
apartment for tbe male insane, where he 
left me to enjoy a quiet half hour with the 
boy I called to see.
